The thirty-fifth annual Council of the Diocese of Ne- 
braska was opened at Trinity Cathedral, Omaha, on Wednes- 
day, May 21st at 10:30, with the Bishop Coadjutor as cele- 
brant, Bishop Graves, of Laramie, as Gospeller and the Rev. 
Canon Burgess as Epistler. The sermon was preached by 
Bishop Graves. The offering was for Domestic and Foreign 
Missions. _ 

Immediately after the service the members of the Council 
assembled in the chapel of the Cathedral and organized for 
the business meeting. 

The roll-call showed a constitutional quorum of both 
clergy and lay delegates present. The Bishop Coadjutor de- 
clared the Council organized. The Rev. Charles H. Young 
was re-elected Secretary. Upon his request the Rev. J. A. 
Williams was appointed Assistant Secretary. 

The Rev. John Williams presented the following: 


Resolved, That a committee consisting of the Bishop Co- 
adjutor, two priests, and two laymen, be appointed to draft a 
suitable memorial to the late Mrs. Robert H. Clarkson, that the 
same may be placed upon the minutes of this Annual Council. 


The Bishop Coadjutor appointed as the vommittee, The 
Bishop Coadjutor, Rev. John Williams, ‘Lhe Very Rev. 
Campbell Fair, Hon. J. M. Woolworth, Mr. T. L. Ringwalt. 

The following memorial was substituted: 


The death of Mrs. Clarkson removed from the community 
an interesting and striking character. Descended from a long 
line of ancestors of distinction and culture, she was a gentle- 
woman by inheritance. Her bright, happy, vivacious nature 
lighted ‘up the spirits of all who came into her presence, no 
matter what distress or misfortune darkened their lives. Her 
interest in every clergyman of the Diocese and his family never 
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flagged, but grew more and more with the years; and many a 
heart 1n its sorrow has been cheered, and many a pinching trial 
has been relieved by the sweet work and the kindly act of her 
unfailing charity. 

But this lady was not only gentle and gracious and kindly, 
but she had strength of character and persistence in every work 
she undertook and bravery in all untoward circumstances. 
Coming here with the Bishop in the days of small things, when 
the first foundations of the Church and of social order were 
being laid, and when what was done by her and by every good 
man and woman was dimly seen and little known and cared for 
hardly at all, she met every discomfort and trial without one 
word of murmur and looked into the future with unabated cour- 
age and the assured hope of a high spirit. 

What she was to the Bishop and his work, how she held up 
his hands in privation and toil, how she cheered and kept fresh 
and bright and hopeful and resolute his sorely tried spirit, we 
little know who have entered into the labors of these two blessed 
souls. 

Among the works in which Mrs. Clarkson bore a part, one 
is more conspicuous than any of ‘the rest. She quickly caught 
the suggestion of a child’s hospital, and at the very first entered 
with a confident spirit and high hope into everything that would 
assist it and carry it forward. She and her friends whom she 
inspired, out cf their poverty, fitted up and furnished the little 
cottage which was the forerunner of what we now have. She 
pressed forward the building of the present structure and more 
by her efforts than any one’s, it was completed. Then came 
the Bishop’s death and it seemed as if all things must come to 
an end. But ner high courage rallied the forces which were to 
carry it on. The endowment, not large, but something towards 
a Sufficient capital, the lots now awaiting a new and adequate 
building, and above all the work of relieving distress and com- 
forting the sorrowful and rendering all the offices of a most 
beneficent charity carried on day by day without intermittance, 
without wavering, with a resolution unabated, were all hers, 
and in her last days on earth, hers was the full assurance of 
hope that the Bishop Clarkson Memorial Hospital for Children 
would grow and flourish and become not only a monument to 
the dead, but an everlasting blessing to this city and Diocese.

Mr. T. L. Ringwalt, secretary of the special committee 
on Insurance Endowment, appointed last year, presented 
‘tthe following report: 

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE INSUR- 
ANCE ENDOWMENT FUND. 


The committee formed under motion of last year’s council to 
carry on the work of insurance endowment and constituted with 
power to act, begs leave to report as follows: 


We believe from our experience that the committee as con- 
stituted is not the most available to produce results, as we have 
found it impossible to secure a full attendance owing to the large 
number included, and the fact that several members of the com- 
mittee are non-residents. We have found it also embarrassing 
that the committee should include in its personnel, life insurance 
men, who naturally feel entitled to have their several companies: 
represented, and out of courtesy to this feeling, other members, 
or a majority of them, have been inclined to accede to this re- 
quest, regardless of convictions as to the wisdom of such policy. 


At a meeting held on the 24th of July the committee was 
organized and the secretary instructed to invite bids from six 
life companies, and the secretary agreeably with such instructions 
issued on the 26th of July a letter to the general agents of the 
six companies, a copy of which letter is attached and all papers of 
the committee including replies from six companies referred to 
inclosed with this report. 


Our recommendation is that a committee of a smaller num- 
ber of persons, say five, be appointed to take up the work, and 
believe that with proper energy, good results may be attained. 
We had a proposition from the rector of St. Paul’s Church, Des 
Moines, Rev. J. E. Cathell, to accept $100 per month and ex- 
penses and devote a certain amount of time to a canvass of this 
diocese for endowment policies, but as the replies of some of the 
insurance companies offered the same service by experienced men 
without expense to the diocese, the committee concluded to de- 
cline Mr. Cathell’s offer. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. C. S. Montgomery made an explanation regarding 
the pledges made by All Saints’, Omaha, last year for 
Diocesan Missions, stating that the intention of the parish 
was to give for Diocesan Missions from all sources $600.00. 

The Rev. John Williams moved that the $50.00 appar- 
ently delinquent from All Saints’ Parish, Omaha, in its 
pledve for Diocesan Missions, be remitted because of the 
misunderstanding of the conditions of such pledge made by 
the rector of the parish last year. 


Upon motion the Council took a recess until 9:00 a. m., 
Thursday.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE. 


The Standing Committee begs leave to report that it has 
held six meetings during the conciliar year. 

On May 16, 1901, it met in the Cathedral chapel and organ‘zed 
by the election of Very Reverend Campbell Fair, D. D., as Pres-. 
ident and the Rev. John Williams as Secretary. 

On June 12th it gave Canonical consent to the consecration 
of the Rev. Frederick William Taylor, D. D., of Springfield, I11., 
as Bishop Coadjutor of the diocese of Quincy; to the ordination 
of Mr. James Wise to the Holy Order of Deacons; and to the 
ordination of the Rev. Addison Hdward Knickerbocker, and 
William Omer Butler to the Holy Order of Priesthood. 

On July 10, Canonical consent was given to the translation of 
the Rt. Reverend Samuel Cook Edsall, D. D., from the Missionary 
Bishopric of North Dakota to become Bishop Coadjutor of the 
Diocese of Minnesota. 
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On March 5th, 1902, Canonical consent was given to the con- 
secration of the Rev. Alexander Hamilton Vinton, D. D., of Wor- 
cester, Mass., as Bishop of the Diocese of Western Massachusetts; 
to the consecration of the Rev. Alexander MacKay Smith, D. D., 
of Washington, D. C., as Bishop Coadjutor of the D.ocese of Penn- 
Sylvania; and to the consecration of the Rev. Charles S. Olm- 
sted, D. D., of Bala, Pennsylvania, as Bishop Coadjutor of the 
Diocese of Colorado. 

On May 20th, Canonical consent was given to the consecra- 
tion of the Rev. J. H. Van Buren of San Juan, P. R., as Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Porto Rico; and of the Rev. H. B. Restarick of 
San Diego, Cal., as Missionary Bishop of the Hawaiian Islands. 
At this time, the Rev. James Wise and the Rev. Philip S. Smith 
were recommended to the Bishop of the Diocese for ordination to 
the Holy Order of Priesthood; and Mr. T. Percival Bate was rec- 
ommended for ordination to the Sacred Order of Deacons. 

On May 21st, consent was given to the appropriation of $300 
from the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, for the use and benefit 
of the Rev. W. T. Whitmarsh, who is wholly incapacitated by 
chronic infirmity for performing the sacred duties of his priestly 
cffice.

The Board of Equalization reported : 
REPORT OF BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


The Standing Committee, sitting at the Board of Equalization, 
begs leave to report: That they met on Wednesday, March SUH, 
1902, to consider the request of S. Mary’s parish, Nebraska City, 
for a reduction of its assessment upon the ground of carelessness 
upon the part of a former rector, who it was stated reported 
seven more communicants in the year 1900, and twelve more 
communicants in 1901, than were living within the cure at the 
time these reports were made. 

On this showing by the parish of §. Mary’s, the Board of 
Equalization felt itself constrained to grant the relief asked for. 

The Board met a second time, on Tuesday, May 20th, to con- 
sider the request of S. Thomas’ parish, Falls City, for reduction 
of its assessment, upon substantially the same grounds as those 
presented by St. Mary’s, Nebraska City; that is to say, exces- 
sive registration, or rather excessive reporting to the Annual 
Council of the Diocese, of communicants, certain of whom had 
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not been enrolled at all upon the parish register, and some of 
whom ought to have been stricken from the roll of communicants, 
for having abandoned the communion of Christ, and attached 
themselves to other religious bodies. Relying upon the honor of 
the present rector, and upon that of the officers of S. Thomas’ 
parish, as to the truth of these representations, the Board again 
felt constrained to grant the relief prayed for, and to recommend 
to this Council the abatement of the assessment, both of S. 
Thomas’ Church, Falls City, and of S. Mary’s, Nebraska City. 

It is a most deplorable commentary upon the slip-shod way 
in which the business of the church is conducted in many of 
our parishes, to find representations of this character coming up 
before the Council, year after year. In the face of the shame- 
ful fact that the Episcopal Endowment raised under the admin- 
istration of the late Bishop Clarkson, under circumstances of 
the most generous unselfishness on his part, has been depleted to 
the extent of some $6,000 or more, no parish or mission should 
come into this Council to ask for an abatement of the assess- 
ment fairly levied upon it. Yet no congregation, especially if a 
poor one, should be assessed unfairly, or beyond what the Canon 
demands. It is of the very last importance then that the clergy- 
man should be scrupulously exact in making his annual report 
to the Council. The Parish Register is in his keeping. He knows, 
or should know, who are enrolled as communicants, or who ought 
to be; and whose names should be stricken off, for evil living, 
and for abandonment of the communion of Christ. The report 
of the Council.is also in the priest’s charge. He ought to report 
every communicant whose name ought to be enrolled under ex- 
isting law, for it is unjust to other parishes to fail to report 
every such communicant. He ought not to report any communi- 
cant whose name ought not to be on the parish register under 
existing law. Otherwise he is unjust to his congregation. Our 
present Canon clearly defines the term communicant for the pur- 
pose of assessment. No priest has the right, of his own motion, 
or upon motion of his vestry, to cut down the list of communi- 
cants, in order to cut down the obligation of his cure to the 
diocese. There was a certain steward of old time, who went to 
his lord’s debtors to inquire how much they owed their lord. 
They told him honestly how much; but he told them to take 
their bills quickly, and write much less; and they did it, we may 
be sure. But while the unjust steward was commended for his 
wisdom, by his lord, it was only for his worldly wisdom. We 
priests should be on guard what sort of friends we make, or how 
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to make them, with the unrighteous mammon; for however much 
we may be urged by our laity to cut down their obligation to 
maintain the honest obligations of the diocese, no layman will 
respect us for consenting to take their bill, and write down less 
than their honest debt. 

Some priests openly say that they do not report any com- 
municant who does not communicate within the year, and who 
has not paid his proportion of the assessment made upon the 
parish. But that is to disobey existing law. If that is to be 
our rule, let us change thd law to justify it, and then let us 
raise the assessment upon our own faithful people to meet our 
diocesan obligations. Or let us resort to some other law of 
assessment. 

As things are now, the report of every priest comes into this 
Council tainted with the suspicion of injustice, inasmuch as some 
reports are confessedly made in defiance of law, in order to cut 
down the financial obligation of the parish or mission to the 
diocese. While the Council itself has been almost criminally 
weak in granting abatement of assessments, upon weak pleas 
made here, not by the laymen involved, but by priests whose 
bounden duty it is to keep laymen true to their obligations, while 
a sacred trust fund is being depleted dishonorably, year after 
year, to meet our current obligations. Unless this can be 
stopped, the diocese must certainly become insolvent, and the 
church will be dishonored by the faithless administration of a 
most sacred trust, bequeathed to us by the revered Clarkson, 
whom we profess so strenuously to honor.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 


Your committee to whom was referred the report of the

Your committee would recommend that the Treasurer be 
furnished a receipt book in duplicate. Receipt to be forwarded to 
the party remitting, the duplicate to be returned by the Treas- 
urer, and submitted to the committee with his annual report.

niPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EXTENSION. 


You, committee on Church Extension begs to submit the fol- 
lowing recommendations to the Council: 

i. aac a more general propaganda be entered into in this 
diocese fur the purpose of informing non-church people con- 
cerning the advantages and comfort of church life. To this end 
your committee will appoint a sub-committee on publications, 
which wiil undertake (a) to supply the secular press of the state 
with brief articles upon the history and progress of the Epis- 
copal Church in the United States of America, (b) the distribu- 
tion of special editions of the Crozier among those who are not 
in regular attendance at church worship, containing chapters 
on the church and its achievements, (c) a similar distribution 
of general church periodicals, to include a campaign for sub- 
scriptions to the same. 

2. That laymen who are fitted for the work place their 
services at the disposal of the Bishop Coadjutor, to assist him 
in any way he may see best throughout the missionary field, 
accompanying him on his visitations, making addresses and in- 
forming themselves more generally concerning the needs of these 
stations; and those not in position to do this should stand ready 
to render substantial financial aid as an equivalent. 

3. That greater promptness be observed by the treasurers of 
the various parishes in forwarding their quarterly remittances 
and other canonical offerings to the diocesan fund, thus avoid- 
ing overdraft and annoyance to the already too-obliging diocesan 
treasurer. 
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4. That the Bishop Coadjutor be permitted to draw from the 
mission funds of the diocese sums not to exceed a total of $100 
in the year for the continued support of the diocesan organ, 
the Crozier. 

5.That the very wise suggestion of the Bishop Coadjutor 
looking to the concentration of church effort in the larger cen- 
ters of population in the diocese meet with the support and rati- 
fication of this council. 

6. That the system of district presbyters be discontinued 
and in place thereof the Bishop Coadjutor be authorized to ap- 
point, at his discretion, some person who will assume the work 
of a general missionary in this diocese. In support of which we 
desire to set forth the following facts: By reason of the removal 
of two of the district presbyters and the continued ill-health of 
the others, it has been found that too heavy a burden has been 
placed on the shoulders of the Bishop Coadjutor in making visita- 
tions and other work ir{ the field. ‘His plea, in the vigorous 
pastoral letter read at this session, for more time for the exer- 
cise of the legitimate duties of his great office is worthy of every 
consideration by this body, and if he is to be spared us for these 
undertakings and future leadership we should spare him, enable 
him to conserve his energy and see to it that he has such 
periods of rest as shall serve to refresh him both mentally and 
physically. We believe that a general missionary would be to 
him a right-hand man, to be sent here and there as occasion de- 
manded, ever alert to seize upon the golden opportunities which 
offer constantly in a growing community, and planting the ban- 
ner of the church on the outposts as they are pushed forward. 
And, as an efficient man for helpful work of this nature cannot 
be secured for a small compensation, your committee further 
suggests: 

7. That a sum of not more than $1,000 per annum be ap- 
propriated for the support of a general missionary.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 


Your committee on Christian Education recognizing the pre- 
valence of materialism and indifference toward religion, wish 
to emphasize the importance of the training of children in a 
definite faith. To this end we emphasize first the Sunday School 
which to many is the only agent of instruction in the Christian 
faith. We especially wish to impress upon the clergy the im- 
portance of seeing that the church catechism as the epitome of 
the Christian faith, and the services of the church as contained 
in the Book of Common Prayer, be taught every child in their 
schools and that they themselves frequently question the chil- 
dren thereon. We desire to draw the attention of the Council 
to the words in the Bishop Coadjutor’s address concerning 
Brownell Hall. We will only add that we are thoroughly satis- 
fied that it is meeting the great end for which it was founded, 
namely, the combining of religious with secular education. It - 
is a gratifying fact and worthy of special note that all over our 
state the influence put forth by the school from its very begin- 
ning is most perceptible today. In almost every parish and mis- 
sion are to be found women strong in their love for the church, 
loyal in their allegiance to ‘“‘the faith once delivered,’ and most 
zealous in their eoffrts to push along parochial and missionary 
activities who can look back to their Brownell Hall training with 
feelings of indebtedness. Have we not here an argument for a 
strong sympathy on the part of all church people for the work | 
this noble institution has in hand? The action of the trustees 
in electing a nominee of the Diocesan Council as a member of 
the Board of Trustees has drawn closer the bond between the 
school and the diocese. We hereby extend our congratulations 
to Miss Macrae, whose indefatigable efforts are being crowned 
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with success. Your committee, regretting the absence of a sim- 
ilar institution for boys in our diocese, would commend Kearney 
Military Institute to our clergy and laity, its merits having been 
put forth by our Bishop Coadjutor in his address.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION. 


The Committee on Legislation have had before them, and 

have given their careful consideration to the amendments’ to 
anons offered in the Council yesterday, and they beg leave to 

report the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That Canon IV., Section 1, Sub-section 12, be 
amended as follows: 

Strike out the words “or the Treasurer’ after the word 
”Report,”’ and insert after the word “Chapter,” the words, “‘in- 
cluding the report of the Treasurer.”’. 

Strike out Sub-section 7, Section II., and re-number the fol- 
lowing sub-sections: 

On the proposed amendments to Canon XIV., Section L., the 
committee deemed it inexpedient to legislate, and offer the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the matter. 

Concerning the amendments proposed to Canon XXL., Sec- 
tion 2, the committee beg leave to offer the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That Canon XXI, Section 2, by inserting the words, 
“the Bishop Coadjutor, when there is one,” after the word “‘Dio- 
cese”’ in the second line, and the words “or the Bishop Co- 
adjutor,” after the word “Bishop” in lines 5, 12, 16, 17.719,.and 
28 of said section; and by striking out the words, “the Rector 
of Brownell Hall’’ in lines 9 and 10. 
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The committee has had under its consideration a new Canon — 
to be entitled Canon XXIX., on Discipline. 

-Reading as follows: 

The name of no communicant shal] be carried upon the Reg- 
ister of any parish or organized mission, who shall have habit- 
ually and willfully absented himself or herself from public wor- 
Ship and the holy communion for the space of two years, with- 
out giving a satisfactory reason to his pastor for such absence. 

Provided that: First—in no case shall suspension from the 
roll of communicants be incurred before the priest in charge shall 
have lovingly sought to persuade the negligent communicant to 
return to his place and duty. 

Secondly—That in every such case of suspension from the 
roll of communicants be incurred before the priest in charge shall 
priest in charge within fourteen days after, at the farthest.” 

The committee offers the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the proposed Canon be adopted. 

On the amendment proposed for the transposition of the 
present Canons XXVII. and XXIX., the committee offers the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That the proposed amendment be adopted. 

Finaily, on renumbering the Canons affected by these pro- 
posed changes, offer the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Canons affected by these changes, should 
there be any, be re-numbered go as to conform to the order in 
which they stand. 

The committee has under consideration the notification sent 
down by the secretary of the General Convention; and since no 
action is required by this Council, they submit the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, That the notification sent down from the General 
Conference be printed in the Journal for the information of the 
Diocese.

The resolutions amending Canon tv., section I., subsec- 
tion 12; and section 11., subsection 7, re-numbering the sub- 
sequent sections, was carried unanimously by the vote of 
both orders, and becomes Operative at once. 
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When the resolution concerning Canon Xv., section I, 
was put before the house, a minority report was presented, 
as follows: 

“Resolved, That Canon xIv., section 1, be amended as 
proposed.” 


Amend Canon XIV, by striking out the words: “A sum equal 
to one dollar for each communicant,’ and by inserting, in their 
place, the words: “A sum equal to such a percentage on the 
amoun;: raised within the cure for current expenses in said 
parish or mission, the preceding year, as shall be levied by au- 
thority of the Council.” 

Amend further, by striking out of all of said Section I, after 
sub-section 3, and substituting therefor the following: 

“Ror the purpose of assessment under this Canon it is hereby 
declared and enacted that all amounts: paid, in discharge of in- 
debtedness incurred prior to the year just closed, or in the acquir- 
ing of real estate, or for the erection of new buildings, or addi- 
tions, shall not be reckoned among the current expenses of any 
parish or mission for the purpose of diocesan assessment. The 
Bishop, or the Bishop Coadjutor, the Secretary, and the Treasurer 
of the diocese is hereby constituted a permanent committee on 
assessments under this Canon. : 

This committee shall present to each Annual Council an 
estimate of the amount needed to meet the necessary obligations 
of the diocese for the ensuing year. And, after action by the 
Council on this estimate, it shall be their duty to determine the 
rate per cent, and to assess each parish and missionary on the 
basis of its current expenses as defined above.”’ 

So that Canon XIV, Section I, shall read: 

“Tt shall be the duty of every parish and each organized 
mission to contribute and forward to the Treasurer of the Dio- 
cese before the meeting of the Annual Council, a sum equal to 
such a percentage on the amount raised within the cure for cur- 
rent expenses in said parish or mission the preceding year, as 
shall be levied by authority of the Council; which sum shall be 
applied to the following purposes in the order mentioned. 

1. To defray the contingent expenses of the diocese, under 
the direction of the Bishop, Treasurer, and Secretary. 

2. To pay so much of the Bishop’s salary as is unprovided 
for by the income of the Episcopal Fund and other monies spe- 
cially applicable thereto. 

3. The balance, should there be one, shall be paid into the 
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Mission Fund of the diocese. — 

For the purpose of assessment under the Canon ijt is hereby 
declared and enacted that all ‘amounts paid in discharge of in- 
debtedness incurred prior to the year just closed, or in the ac- 
quiring of real estate, or for the erecting of new buildings or 
additions, shall not be reckoned among the current expenses of 
any parish or mission for the purpose of diocesan assessment. 
The Bishop, or the Bishop Coadjutor, the Secretary, and the 
Treasurer of the diocese are hereby constituted a permanent com- 
mittee on assessment under this Canon. 


The committee shal] present to each Annual Council an 
estimate on the first day of the session of the amount needed to 
meet the necessary obligations of the diocese for the ensuing 
year. And after action by the Council, it shall be their duty to 
determine the rate per cent, and to assess each parish and or- 
ganized mission on the basis of its current expenses as defined 
above. 


(Should any parish or mission fail to make its annual report, 
as the Canon requires, its assessment shall be based upon the 
report of the previous year, as it stands upon the Journal.) 


A long and thorough discussion followed, consuming 
the remainder of the morning session. 

At noon a pause was made, while the Bishop Coadjutor 
called the Council to prayer for Missions. 

A recess was taken until 2:00 o'clock. 

After the recess the discussion was resumed, speeches 
being limited to three minutes. At the close of the discussion 
the vote by orders on the minority report resulted in, cleri- 
cal, aye 16; nay 1; lay, aye 13, nay 9. ‘The minority report 
having been adopted by a majority of each order, will lay 
over till the next Council for final ratification. 

The resolution adopting Canon xxrx., on discipline, was. 
adopted unanimously by the vote of both orders, and be- 
comes operative at once. 

The resolution adopting Canon XXIX., S€Ction vitae 
adopted unanimously by both orders, as were resolutions 
transposing canons Xxvir. and xxIx., and renumbering other 
Canons affected by these changes. They therefore take ef- 
fect at once.

LETTER FROM THE SECRETARY OF THE GENERAL CON- 
VENTION. 


To the Council of the Diocese of Nebraska: ; 


In compliance with the requirements of Article XI. of the 
Constitution, I would hereby make known that the following 
alterations of the Constitution of the Church are vroposed: to- 
wit, those comprised in the resolutions printed herewith, said 
resolutions having been constitutionally adopted by a General 
Convention held in the City of San Francisco, in October, A. D., 
1901.

RESOLUTIONS.: 


Resolved, That the following change be made in the Con- 
stitution, and that the proposed alterations be made known to 
the several Dioceses, in order that the same may be adopted at 
the next General Convention, in accordance with Article XI. of 
the Constitution, as follows: 

Amend Article I., Section 2, of the Constitution by striking 
out the word ‘“‘and”’ at the end of the second line and inserting 
in place thereof the word ‘or,’ and also by striking out the 
words “arising therefrom” in the third line, so that the section 
shall read as follows: 

Section 2. Every Bishop of this Church having jurisdiction, 
every Bishop Coadjutor, and every Bishop who by reason of 
advanced age or bodily infirmity has resigned his jurisdiction, 
shall have a seat and a vote in the House of Bishops. A 
majority of ail Bishops entitled to vote, exclusive of Foreign 
Missionary Bishops and of Bishops who have resigned their 
jurisdictions, shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

Resolved, That the following change be made in the Con- 
stitution, and that the proposed alteration be made known to 
the several Dioceses, in order that the same may be adopted at 
the next General Convention, in accordance with Article XI. of 
the Constitution, as follows: 

Substitute for Article I., Section 3, of the Constitution, as 
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finally agreed to and ratified at this Convention, the following: 

Section 3. The House of Bishops, by vote of a majority of all 
the Bishops entitled to a seat in the said House, shall elect one 
of the Bishops having jurisdiction within the United States to 
be nominated for confirmation by the House of Deputies to be 
the Presiding Bishcp of the Church. The Presiding Bishop shall 
hold office for three years. He shall discharge such dut:es as 
may be prescribed by the Constitution and the Canons of the 
General Convention. But if the Presiding Bishop shall resign 
his office as such, or if he shall resign his episcopal jurisdiction, 
or if in the judgment of the House he shall become disabled by 
reason of infirmity, or if for any other reason a vacancy in the 
office shall occur, the senior Bishop by consecration having juris- 
diction within the United States shall thereupon become the 
Presiding Bishop of the Church, until the house of Bishops shali 
elect an acting Presiding Bishop, who shall hold office until the 
next meeting of the General Convention, at which the Presiding 
Bishop shall be elected. 


Resolved, That the following change be made in the Con- 
stitution, and that the proposed alteration be made known to 
the several Dioceses, in order that the same may be adopted at 
the next General Convention, in accordance with Article XI. of 
the Constitution, as follows: 

That Article I. of tha Constitution be amended by adding 
thereto the following as Section 6, and changing the number of 
the present Section 6 to Section 7. 

Section 6. One Clerical and one Lay Deputy chosen by each 
Missionary District of the Church within the boundaries of the 
United States shall have seats in the House of Deputies, subject 
to all the qualifications and with all the rights of Deputies except 
the right to vote when the vote shall be taken by orders. 

Resolved, That the following change be made in the Con- 
stitution, and that the proposed alteration be made known to 
the several Dioceses, in order that the same may be adopted at 
the next General Convention, in accordance with Article XI. of 
the Constitution, as follows: : 

Add to the first sentence of Article II., Section 1, after the 
words “Convention of the Diocese,’ the words: 

Provided, however, that when a Diocese shall be formed out 
of a Missionary District, the Missionary Bishop in charge of said 
District shall become the Bishop of said Diocese, if he shall so 
elect. eh 

Resolved, That the following change be made in the Consti- 
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tution, and that the proposed alteration be made known to the 
several Dioceses, in order that the same may be adopted at the 
the next General Convention, in accordance with Article XI. of 
the Constitution, as follows: 

Strike out Article 5 of the Constituticn and insert the fol- 
lowing as Article V. of the Constitution, viz.: 

Section 1. A new Diocese may be formed, with the consent 
of the General Convention and under such conditions as the Gen- 
eral Convention shall prescribe by general Canon or Canons, (1) 
by the erection into a Diocese of the whole or of any part of one 
or more Missionary Districts; (2) by the division of an existing 
Diocese; (3) by the junction of two or more Dioceses or of parts 
of two or more Dioceses; or (4) by the junction of the whole or 
part of a Missionary District with a Diocese,*or with any part 
of one or more Dioceses. The proceedings shall originate in a 
Convocation of the Clergy and Laity of the Missionary District 
called by the Bishop for that purpose; or, with the approval of 
the Bishop, in the Convention of the Diocese to be divided; or 
(when it is proposed to form a new Diocese by the junction of 
two or more Dioceses or of parts of two or more Dioceses) by 
mutual agreement of the Conventions of the Dioceses concerned, 
with the authority of the Bishop or the Ecclesiastic Authority 
of each Diocese. In case the Episcopate of a Diocese be vacant, 
no proceeding toward its division shall be taken until the vacancy 
is filled. During a vacancy in a Missionary District, the consent 
of the Presiding Bishop must be had before proceedings to erect 
it into a Diocese are taken. When it shall appear to the satis- 
faction of the General Convention, by a certified copy of the pro- 
ceedings and other documents and papers laid before it, that all 
the conditions for the formation of the new Diocese have been 
complied with and that it has acceded to the Constitution and 
Canons of this Church, such new Diocese shall thereupon be 
admitted to union with the General Convention. 

Section 2. In case one Diccese shall be divided into two or 
more Dioceses, the Bishop of the Diocese divided may elect the 
one to which he will be attached, and he shall thereupon become 
Bishop thereof; and the Bishop Coadjutor, if there pe one, may 
elect the one to which he will be attached, and (if it be not tfe 
one elected by the Bishop) he shall be the Bishop thereof. 

Section 3. In case a Diocese shall be formed out of parts of 
two or more Dioceses, each of the Bishops and Bishops Coadjutor 
of the several Diocese out of which the new Diocese has been 
formed shall be entitled, in order of seniority of consecration, to 
the choice between his own Diocese and the new Diocese so 
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formed. In case the new Diocese shall not be so chosen, it shall 
have the right to choose its own Bishop. 

Section 4. Whenever a new Diocese is formed and erected 
out of an existing Diocese, it shall be subject to the Constitution 
and Canons of the Diocese, out of which it was formed, except 
as local circumstances may prevent, until the same be altered in 
accordance with such Constitution and Canons by the Conven- 
tion of the new Diocese. Whenever a Diocese is formed out of 
two or more existing Dioceses, it shall be subject to the Consti- 
- tution and Canons of that one of the said existing Dioceses, to 

which the greater number of clergymen shall have belonged prior 
to the erection of such new Diocese, except as local circumstances 
may prevent, until the same be altered in accordance with such 
Constitution and Canons by the Convention of the new Diocese. 

Section 5. A Diocese formed out of a Missionary District 
shall be subiect to the Constitution and Canons to which such 
Missionary District was subject, until the same be altered in ac- 
cordance with such Constitution and Canons by the Convention 
of the new Diocese. ; 

Section 6. No new Diocese shall be formed which shall con- 
tain fewer than six Parishes, or fewer than six Presbyters who 
have been for at least one year canonically resident within the 
bounds of such new Diocese, regularly settled in a Parish or Con- 
-gregation and qualified to vote for a Bishop. Nor shall such new 
Diocese be formed if thereby any existing Diocese shall be so 
reduced as to contain fewer than twelve Parishes and twelve 
Presbyters who have been residing therein and settled and qual- 
ified as above provided. 

Section 7. The consent of the General Convention to the 
erection of a new Diocese shall not be given until it has satisfac- 
tory assurance of a suitable provision for the support of the 
episcopate. 

Resolved, That the following change be made in the Consti- 
tution, and that the proposed addition be made known to the 
several Dioceses, in order that the same may be adopted at the 
next General Convention, in accordance with Article XI. of the 
Constitution, as follows: 

Add to Article X. of the Constitution the following: 

And provided, further, that nothing in this Article shall be 
construed as restricting the authority of the Bishops of this 
Church to take such order as may be permitted by the Rubrics 
of the Book of Common Prayer or by the Canons of the General 
Convention for the use of special forms of worship. 
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The Council then listened to the report of the committee 
on Unfinished Business. 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 


Your Committee on Unfinished Business respectfully report 
that the only matter requiring attention is the ratification of 
- the action of the special Diocesan Council, as found on pages

The Secretary read each of the four proposed changes 
in the Constitution, proposed at the Special Council of rgo1, 
as follows: 


Amend Constitution by the insertion of a new Article to be 
entitled ““Bishop Coadjutor’’ to be numbered Article XVIL., as fol- 
lows: All powers possesed by the Bishop under the provisions 
of the Constitution and Canons of this Diccese shall be pos- 
sessed and exercised by the Bishop Coadjutor, except such pow- 
ers as are specifically reserved to himseif by the Bishop in 
assigning the measure of his jurisdiction to the said Bishop Co- 
adjutor, under the provisions of the General Canons. 

Amend the Constitution by re-numbering Articles XVIL., 
XVII., XVIII., so as to read, Articles XVII, XVIII, and XIX. 

Amend Article VII. by striking out all after the word 
“thereon” in the third line on page 7, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: “If there be no Bishop, or in case of his 
absence, a president pro tempore shall be elected from among the 
Presbyters of the Council.” 

Amend Article KV. by inserting after the word “Bishcp”’ in 
the first line the words ‘‘or Bishop Coadjutor.” 


The vote was taken by orders upon each of the proposed 
amendments, and all four unanimously adopted and there- 
fore become effective at once. 

The Bishop Coadjutor presented Mr. John W. Wood to 
the Council. Mr. Wood delivered a helpful and inspiring 
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address on the principles of our Missions, and was enthus- 
tically received. 

The Rev. John Williams presented the following resolu- 
tions: 

Resolved, That the members of this Council, clerical and lay, 
hereby pledge themselves to return to their parishes and mis- 
sions, and do their very utmost to rouse the missionary spirit 
of all their people in behalf of missions, at home and abroad, 
and cause them to make more generous contributions for mis- 
sions everywhere. 


The resolution was adopted. 

Resolved, That a committee of five, composed of the Bishop 
Coadjutor, the Chancellor and Secretary of the Diocese, one 
other priest and one layman be appointed to examine the Jour- 
nals of the Diocese since the year 1894 and collate all Canons and 
amendments to Canons made since that year, and have the same 
prepared for immediate publication. 


The resolution was adopted and the Bishop Coadjutor 
appointed the Rev. John Williams and the Hon. E. Wakeley 
as the additional members of the committee. 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Diocese be authorized to 
print five hundred copies of the Journal of this Council, and 
five hundred copies of the Canons as they now stand upon the 
records of the Diocese.

SHCRETARY’S REPORT OF THE NEBRASKA BRANCH OF 
THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY. 


Rev. Father in God, Madam President, Members and Friends of 
the Auxiliary: 

At this, the sixteenth annual meeting of the Nebraska 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary, it is our pleasure to tell you 
something of the work accomplished during the last twelve 
months. : 

Two quarterly meetings have been held, the first one in S. 
Stephen’s Church, Ashland, November 26th. After the celebra- 
tion of Holy Communion, the morning was devoted to business. 


Mrs. Fales, President of S. Stephen’s Branch, opened the 
afternoon session with an address of welcome. An address on 
missionary work in general was given by Bishop Williams. Mrs. 
Noe, who was the only delegate from the Nebraska Branch to 
the San Francisco meeting, read a paper on “Woman’s Work at 
the Triennial Meeting,’ which gave a full and complete account 
of the meeting A brief history of Clarkson Hospital was given 
by Mrs. Millspaugh. Mrs. Ringwalt spoke of the early history 
of the Auxiliary in Nebraska. Mrs. Potter read.an able paper 
cn Foreign Missions. 

An interesting Junior meeting was conducted by Mrs. A. L. 
Williams at 4 o’clock, the chief subject being the “Adelaide 
Williams Scholarship.” A photograph of the little Chinese 
girl being educated was shown, and a letter from Miss Crummer, 
telling about her, was read. 

The hearty welcome and warm hospitality shown by the 
Rector and ladies of Ashland will ever be remembered by those 
present. : 

March 20th.the second quarterly meeting was held in the 
Cathedral Chapel, Omaha. There was but one session. After 
the regular business routine, addresses were made by the Rev. 
Mr. Walk of Council Bluffs, Bishop Williams, and Rev. Mr. Wise 
of South Omaha. At the Junior meeting which followed, a little 
miss from S. Martin’s Juniors, South Omaha, read a paper on 
“Bishop Funston.” 

In addition to these the Omaha and South Omaha Branches 
have held four monthly meetings, in Trinity Chapel, All Saints 
and S. Barnabas Churches, and S. Clement’s Mission, South 
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Omaha. Subjects: United Offering and Foreign Missions, Miss 
‘Crummer’s Work in China, Evangelization of Western Europe, 
and Missionary Work Among the Indians. These meetings have 
been both interesting and helpful. At the January meeting the 
Rev. Father Osborne was present and spoke of his experience 
as a missionary in South Africa and Ceylon. On the following 
day, February 1st, Father Osborne conducted a quiet day for 
women in S. Jokn’s Church. Many women from all branches 
availed themselves of this great opportunity to hear this dis- 
tinguished missionary, and we are ever grateful to Rev. Father 
Young for arranging the day for them. 


On May 6th, through the kindly efforts of Bishop Williams, 
who introduced his friend, Bishop Rowe, and gave a short ac- 
count of their early acquaintance and friendship, the Auxiliary 
had the pleasure of hearing him tell the story of his missionary 
work in Alaska, which was always interesting to us, but doubly 
so now since he has taken one of our own young Priests from 
this Diocese te work with him. 


Four new branches have been added, and have shown hearty 
and zealous work. In one small branch the number of copies 
of “Spirit of Missions” has increased from two to six, showing 
a desire for missionary knowledge. 

All branches of the work show increased interest. 


At the annual meeting, the most important of the year, 
when reports of the year’s work are read and pledges for the 
coming year made, nineteen out of twenty-five branches were 
represented and two hundred church-women were present. 


A letter of kindly greeting was received and read from 
the Honorary President, Mrs. Worthington, and pledges made.

Treasurer United Offering—Miss Jessie Royce, Omaha. 


At the 2 o'clock meeting Bishop Williams made a short ad- 
dress of welcome and introduced Mrs. J. H. Hopkins, President 
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of the Chicago Branch, who spoke on the United Offering, but 
her interests were so broad there seemed to be no branch of 
the work that she was not thoroughly conversant with, and 
impressed all with her wonderful ability and charming individ- 
uality. Bishop Graves then paid a glowing tribute to women, 
and told of the growing demand for their assistance in further- 
ing the work of the Master. Lastly, the Rev. Mr. Hopkins spoke 
forcibly of our responsibility as Christians in keeping the As- 
cension commandment. 

The Rev. Mr. White and the Rev. Mr. Wise assisted Mrs. 
Williams with the Junior meeting. Mrs. Hopkins told the boys 
and girls of the many little things they can do for others, and 
the Rev. Mr. Hopkins gave them an object lesson on “It is more 
blessed to give than receive.” The encouraging feature of this 
meeting was that a number of Juniors from the out-of-town 
branches were present and were most enthusiastic. 

Under the leadership of Mrs. Williams the Junior Auxiliary 
is growing in numbers and in intelligent knowledge of the work. 

In offering up this year’s work to our Heavenly Father, with 
all its blessings and imperfections, let us offer with it a prayer 
of thanksgiving for the prosperity of the Auxiliary, tor increased 
interest in missions, for a lasting benefit of this reunion of 
clergy and Auxiliary workers once a year, and for grace to 
faithfully keep the three-fold duties of the Auxiliary, of prayer, 
study and giving for missions.

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IX. Report of the Cathedral Chapter. 


To the Council of the Diocese of Nebraska: 


The Chapter has met three times during the past year for 
the transaction of business. 

The office and the library of the Diocese has been removed 
from the Gardner Memorial Parish House to the residence of 
the Bishop Coadjutor, 2219 Dodge street. 

The Chapter authorized the sale of some lots at Decatur, 
the proceeds to be used for purchasing seats in the new Church 
at that point. 

The activity of the Church people at Fullerton made un- 
necessary a proposed loan on the property at that place. With 
the assistance of the Church Building Fund and the Clarissa 
Cook Fund, the people paid their entire debt and now have their 
building ready for consecration. 

At the annual meeting the Treasurer’s report was submitted 
and referred to the Finance Committee of the Chapter, who re- 
ported it correct and the securities satisfactory. 


As the Board of Missions, the Chapter has handled the 
missionary work as vigorously as possible. There are many 
indications of solid growth in both our rural and our city mis- 
sion felds. Our scattered missionaries have worked faithfully 
and against great odds. And when we consider the results of 
their efforts we can see most clear evidences of God’s blessing. 

In the Northeast District the people at Decatur have finished 
their new Church and have it ready for consecration. At Te- 
Kaman a Parish hall has been built and paid for, and a fund has 
been started tor a new Church. At Bancroft funds are avail- 
able for the erection of a Rectory, which will probably be started 
before the close of the year. 

Going farther west, at Norfolk some splendid improvements 
have peen made in the interior of the Church, and a generous 
increase made in the stipend of the missionary. Fullerton, 
where work was opened two years ago by means of the special 
offering of the Auxiliary, has cleared off the debt upon the 
Church property and raised almost the entire support of the 
missionary. 

Swinging around toward the South and East, Crete has paid. 
off an old debt on the Rectory, and now offers a most attractive 
field for a missionary. Falls City has maintained the high 
standard of its growth and work, and by increased stipend and 
good pledges for Diocesan work shows the vigor of its life. In 
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South Omaha the work is full of life and energy. A very hope- 
ful feature is the splendid work among the children in the 
Third ward. Ashland has developed new spiritual life and has 
also erected a Guild room. 

The missions in Omaha have developed strongly during 
the past year. In St. Philip’s both congregations and offerings 
have increased. ww. Andrew’s has paid off its entire debt, made 
some improvements in its property and nearly doubled its sti- 
pend for the missionary. S. John’s has made a number of im- 
provements in the interior of the Church building. Another 
reduction has been made in the Church debt, and the mission- 
aries’ stipend largely increased. S. Paul’s continues steadily 
in a healthy growth. 

“But of far greater importance than these almost worldly 
signs of growth is the great increase in spiritual fervor shown 
in the mission congregations. A glance at the list of Haster 
commiunions, confirmation classes and such items will show 
that the spiritual growth in our mission field is the true cause 
of the material prosperity. i 

Especially in our rural fields have our missionaries endured 
hardness as good soldiers of Christ. We believe there is not a 
more faithful band of missionaries in the Church, nor any who 
are more seli-sacrificing. And we most firmly believe the 
Church wouid gain much by recognizing these faithful Priests 
and Deacons by making an addition to their stipends for each 
year of service. 

But with all these encouraging features, there are some 
clouds upon our missionary horizon. The Diocese of Nebraska 
is composed of forty-one (41) counties. Of these counties there 
are fourteen (14) where we have not an altar, there are seven- 
teen (17) others in each of which we have but one. That means 
that the Church is almost unrepresented in three-quarters of 
the Diocese. Here in Omaha and in our centers of population 
we are strong. But in the country we are weak, and this partly | 
because we cannot find Priests to do the work. At the present 
moment we have no less than five groups of stations where 
Priests are needed at once. But where are the men? It occurs 
to us that one solution of this problem would be for each Priest 
to try to find at least one young man in his field whom he can 
lead to study for Holy Orders, and in this way supply our needs 
from our own consecrated sons. 

.This very shortage of missionaries has placed upon the 
shoulders of our Bishop Coadjutor a very heavy burden, because 
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in addition to the many duties specifically belonging to his office 
he has made himself a general missionary, and worked himself 


almost to exhaustion. With a view to relieving him of certain 
merely clerical drudgery and to enable him to devote himself 
more unreservedly to the work of the Diocese, the Cathedral 
Chapter recommend to the Council this resolution: 

“Resolved, That the Bishop Coadjutor be and he hereby is 
authorized to engage a young Priest to act both as private sec- 
retary and also as general missionary, to go to such vacant mis- 
sions as he may appcint, ata seer of not to exceed one thou- 

sand ($1,000) dollars. per annum.’ 

Looking at the missionary work from every point of view, 
we feel that there is every reason to be encouraged, to be de- 
vyoutly thankful to Almighty God for His abundant blessings, 
and both as 2a Council and as individuals, to throw ourselves 
more heartily into this sacred work which our Lord permits us 
to do for Him and with Him.

During the past conciliar year the work of the Associate Mis- 
sion has been carried forward to the best of our ability. We 
have had placed under the care of cur clergy the following 
points: 

In Omaha— 

S. Andrew’s, under the Rev. F. S. White. 

S. Augustine’s, under the Rev. P. S. Smith. 

S. John’s, under the Rev. C. H. Young. 

S. Paul’s, under the Rev. W. H.: Moor. 

The County Hospital, under the Rev. C. H. Young. 

Clarkson Hospital, under the Rev. F. 8. White. 

Hlkhorn, a new mission, under the Rev. ‘W. H. Moor. 

Florence, S. Mark, under the Rev. P. S. Smith. 

Tekamah, Decatur and Bancroft, served by Dr. G. W. Palmer, 
a postulant, under our supervision. 

In addition to the regular work, the head of the Associate 
Mission has conducted several ‘“‘Parochial Missions” at different 
places in the Diocese. 

Because of the rapid and substantial growth of the largest 
two of our Omaha Missions, we believe that the best interests of 
the Church in Omaha require a change in the methods of work. 
Both S. Andrew’s and S. John’s have reached the point where 
they need the entire services of a resident priest. Each of these 
missions has made a large increase in the stipend pledged for 
the support of the clergy. We believe therefore that they should 
be made independent missions. S. Paul’s is growing and can 
be made independent. At S. Augustine’s the response te our 
work has not been such as to warrant us to recommend its con- 
tinuaticn. Two or three families have been very faithful. The 
stations north of Omaha can be easily cared for by combining 
them into groups. 

We therefore believe that by its very success and growth the 
Associate Mission has accomplished its purpose in Omaha. Its 
work here has been done. We respectfully recommend that the 
Suggestions above mentioned be carried out during the coming 
Autumn, and that the Associate Mission be removed to another 
strategic point in the Diocese, to carry on the work which has’ 
been so successfully accomplished here.

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To my well-beloved Coadjutor, the Clergy aud Laity of the 
Diocese of Nebraska. 


Dear Brethren: It would be a joy indeed io express my 
sincere regard for you and my interest in the work of the 
Church in that portion of the Master’s Kingdom which He 
has committed to our care, by word of mouth “ in Council 
Assembled” rather than employ this substitute for actual 
presence, but that privilege is denied, so the greeting must 
be in this way. 

Your deliberations will occur at a time when the Church 
is rejoicing in the Pentecostal Gift, and I trust the Council 
may feel the presence of the Divine Spirit and be guided by 
God the Holy Ghost to a wise judgment in all things. There 
is doubtless infidelity even in the Church in reference to the 
personality and office of the third person in the adorable 
Godhead. I mean that practical infidelity which seems to 
ignore His existence as a living, Divine Being; by dispens- 
ing with His agency and seeking to work out schemes of re- 
form and progress irrespective of His gracious influence 
and power. 

It is doubtless true that the great need of the Church 
today is a baptism of the Holy Ghost; but for the increased 
outpouring of the Spirit, God hath declared that He will be 
specially enquired of. Seek it I beseech you at God’s altar 
today. Behold the effect of the breath of the Lord upon the 
vineyard that His right hand hath planted; Oh! how glor- 
ious in its energy upon the lives of clergy and laity. All 
work for Christ, and the souls and bodies of men would » 
hasten to its completion. Our missionary operations would 
not then swing pendulum-like between hope and despair, but 
abundance would fill the treasury and the knowledge of the 
Lord would cover the earth as the waters cover the sea. 

Doubtless your deliberations will have almost entirely 
under review the work of extending God’s Kingdom, for 


\ 
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surely there is no necessity to pass new canons, although 
it may be well to remind us of those we have promised to 
obey; and time could not be more profitably employed than 
by looking the duty fully in the face, as we desire to obey 
the Master’s voice. “Go unto all the world and preach the 
gospel to every Creature.” It is not only that every baptized 
person is a missionary; but it is also true that a Christian 
who will say “I do not believe in Missions”’ or refuse aid to 
carry the Gospel beyond our own borders, is disloyal to the 
command of the Captain of our salvation. The Coadjutor 
who has been untiring in his service to the Diocese will tell 
you ofhis accomplishments in the extension of the Church 
and of his plans for the furtherance of the chief duty we 
have to consider. It is your privilege, and I feel confident 
the clergy and laity so regard it, to co-operate with him in 
his consecrated purpose; and by your prayers and generous 
benefactions to secure the success of his patient unwearied 
effort. It may seem hopeless to respond to the full measure 
of the apportionment which the Board of Managers of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society has requested our 
Diocese to return; but surely we will earnestly work to- 
wards it. We have been through all the years of our exist- 
ence as a Diocese and long before, most generously consid- 
ered, and now that the work is to be sustained in the new 
fields Providentially opened to us, as well as those nearer 
home, an extra effort should be made to fill our Missionary 
Treasury. Other Dioceses with no larger resources or 
greater strength, have responded to the call and are working 
in various ways to meet their apportionment and thus assist 
in removing the debt which the Board has been compelled 
to incur in the stipends recently made by them. Let us 
do our best. 


It surprises me to notice how many Parishes and Mis- 
sions have failed to ask for, or to receive the Canonical of- 
ferings. Here is a sacred obligation from which you cannot 
be excused. It.1s one of the vows of your ordination. There 
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is no liberty of choice. Notice of each and all is to be given, 
and returns to be made. 

There have been songs and praise and thanksgiving in my 
heart over the improved condition financially of several of 
our Parishes and particularly Holy Trinity, Lincoln, and 
Christ Church, Beatrice. What hope, the new life gives— 
the prosperous condition as reported to me of Brownell 
Hall and the good work of the Clarkson Memorial Hospital 
is an occasion of jov and gratitude to those who have been 
willing to aid in making these institutions all that they were 
designed to be. 


The statement and number of official acts for the past 
year will find record in the Journal. If in the wisdom of 
God I have not been permitted to toil in my own Diocese, I 
have not been inactive elsewhere. On the second Sunday 
after Trinity I shall (D. V.) be in by Diocese for the ordi- 
nations which are anticipated by several candidates ; and be- 
sides other duties, not assigned to my Coadjutor, to conter 
the diplomas at the closing exercises of Brownell Hall. My 
return at this time will have the shadow of a personal loss, 
and one which the church of Nebraska will feel more and 
more. I refer to “the departure hence in peace” of the 
widow of the First Bishop of this Diocese. Doubtless the 
Council will take suitable action with reference to it. Had 
it been possible after receiving the telegram to reach the Ce 
City for the Office for the dead I should have sorrowed at 
the grave of my friend. “Blessed are the dead who die in 
“he Lord for they rest from their labors, and their works do 
follow them’—the literal rendering—their works do follow 
with them, as a living testimony ; that is, that they by God's 
grace, are not unworthy of their reward and rest. Inter- 
ested as Mrs. Clarkson was in everything pertaining to the 
Church, and generous as she always was in her benefactions, 
it was particularly to the Diocesan Hospital, a memorial to 
Bishop Clarkson that she devoted time and thought tor 
needed supervision.

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Xl. The Bishop Coadjutor’s Annual Address, 


My Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: It is’ per- 
haps interesting to note that our Council meets this year for 
the thirty-fifth time, in Whitsun week, when the whole 
Church commemorates the coming down upon her of the 
Holy Ghost on the day of Pentecost. 


In spite of divisions, in spite of dissensions,luke-warm- 
ness and separations, which have rent asunder the external 
unity of the Body of Christ, we, as a part of the original 
Church, tracing our descent from Apostolic days, charged 
with a Divine mission to the American people, put in trust 
of this portion of territory by the American Church, may 
well believe that the Holy Ghost still abides with us and 
blesses the work He has sent us to do. 


Love unites the Father and the Son, and the bond of love 
is a Person, the Holy Ghost, who receives the essence of 
Both by proceeding from Both. He presided in the Coun- 
cils of the Blessed Apostles. He guided them into all truth. 
May He be with our Council now assembled in His Name 
and Presence! May He save us from error, ignorance, 
pride and prejudice; may He guide us in our deliberations 
and help us in the well-governing of His Church in the 
Diocese of Nebraska! Let us yield ourselves to His blessed 
influence. Let us refuse to be swayed by opinions which are 
colored by partisanship or prejudice. Let us cultivate the 
wisdom and peace which the Holy Ghost alone can impart. 


Since we last met four of our great Bishops have been 
called to the rest of Paradise. 

Bishop Burgess, of Quincy, had been infirm from ad- 
vanced age for some years prior to his death and unapie yo 
carry on the active work of his Diocese. In his day, how- 
ever, he was one of the foremost preachers and leaders im 
‘he Church, and was considered one of the ablest expon- 
ents of our Constitution and Canons. Some months before 
his death, which occurred during the session of the General 
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Convention in October last, the Diocese of Quincy elected 
my old friend, the Rey. Dr. Taylor, as his Coadjutor, and it 
was my privilege to be the preacher on the occasion of his 
consecration, which took place on the Feast of the Trans- 
figuration, August 6th, 1901. : 

Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota, was for many years one 
of.the most prominent figures in the Church. His name was 
i household word at home, and abroad he was scarcely less 
known and loved. Consecrated Bishop of Minnesota in 
1859, he became identified with the history and develep- 
ment of that great state from the beginning. The friend 
and champion of the rights of the Indian, the founder of 
great schools, the heroic missionary, and for over forty 
years the wise and able administrator of his Diocese, he 
leaves behind him a record almost unparalled in its accomp- 
lishments for God and the Church. 


Bishop Littlejohn, of Long Island, was not only massive 
in build, but also massive in intellect. A profound thinker, 
his contributions to our theological literature have been of 
great value to the Church. As the builder of a great Cath- 
edral, with its schools and charity foundations, he was 
widely known. He was an intimate friend of the First 
Bishop of this Diocese and was a great help to him in the 
work of securing money for the needs of the Church in Ne- 
braksa. 

Bishop Spalding was one of the great missionary heroes 
of the West. When the true history of the Church in the 
Rocky Mountain region shall be written, his work will stand 
as an enduring monument for time and eternity. Succeed- 
ing in 1873 to the short episcopate of the sainted Randall, 
he carried the unchanging Gospel with willing feet and tire- 
less energy to every part of that great territory, which now 
comprises one diocese and_ three missionary districts. 
With a heart full of love and gratitude, I record the fact 
that I received Confirmation, the Diaconate and Priesthood 
at his hands, and that he was one of my consecrators to the 
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office and work of a Bishop in the Church of God. Know- 
ing him intimately for many years, I can testify that he 
never thought of himself, but only of the Church and Dio- 
cese under his care. He was a man of scholarly attain- 
ments, and two of our best books, on Evidences and Pastoral 
Theology, were ‘he products of his well-trained mind. 
Magnificent schools and churches, a noble hospital, and the 
creation of endowments which, in the coming years, shall 
make the Church in Colorado strong to do her work—these 
are some of the results of his wise, his loving and efficient 
administration. 

We thank God that during the past year the ranks of our 
clergy have not been broken by death. One of our number, 
the beloved Dean of this Cathedral, was stricken down sud- 
denly with an almost fatal illness, due to over-work. For 
many weeks we missed him from the services of the Church 
and from the life of the city with which he has been so heip- 
fully connected. Many have been the prayers oftered in 
his behalf in our homes and at the Altars of our Churches. 
The clergy of this city gladly volunteered in turn to take the 
many Lenten and Sunday services. until the Vestry could 
provide relief. It is with deep gratitude to God that this 
Council welcomes Dr. Fair to his usual place in its delibera- 
tions, and to know that he is rapidly recovering his former 


health. 

But we are called upon to mourn the loss of a number 
of our faithful laity, who have gone before us into that rest 
that remaineth for the people of God. John G.. Floyd, 
Warden of St. Paul’s, Omaha; Mrs. Hutchings, a pioneer 
member of St. Thomas’, Falls City; Mrs. J. H. Peabody, of 
Trinity Cathedral ; and Edwin R. Overall, long-trme Warden 
of St. Philip the Deacon, Omaha. These and others whom 
we might mention, were shining lights in the world, where 
their characters reflected those spiritual qualities which come 
from union with Jesus Christ in the Sacrament of His Body 
and Blood. 
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And what shall I say of the great loss which this Diocese 
has sustained in the death of Mrs. Clarkson? Aside from 
the honor which was always paid her as the wife of the great 
pioneer Bishop of the Diocese, aside from the fact that dur- 
ing his life she entered into his work with zealous interest, 
and with gracious hospitality made her home the centre of 
rhe social life of the Diocese, she was loved and admired for 
her own sake, winning a place in the hearts and affections of 
the people of Omaha and the entire state, which grew 
stronger and stronger though al! the years of her life, until 
she was called away to her well-earned rest. Surely she 
bas done a work for this Diocese which is as wonderful and 
unique in its degree, as that which was accomplished by 
Bishop Clarkson. Years ago, she saw wiih a clear vision 
that, if the Church was to fulfill her Divine mission of min- 
istering to the sick and suffering bodies of the poor and 
needy, there must be provided a hospital conveniently near 
the centre of the city, to meet especially cases of sudden ill- 
ness and accident. That hospital, small and inadequate as it 
has grown to be, has for years been sustained by the effoits 
of this noble woman. Yo our shame be it said, that [tle 
has been given by the citizens of Omaha or by the Church- 
men of the Diocese towards erecting the building, or pro- 
viding for its maintenance. For years she visited the hos- 
pital daily and her coming was like a ray of sunshine to the 
inmates. For years she labored on gathering a little money 
here and there from old friends in the East, until she was 
able to purchase a fine piece of ground on Dodge street ad-- 
joining the present building, and where she saw, as in a 
vision, a modern hospital, equipped with up-to-date scientific 
improvements, adequate to the present imperative needs of 
the city and Diocese, doing its blessed work of mercy to the 
cick and dying in the name of Jesus Christ. That was her 
vision, and she saw it with the eye of faith. Often did she 
speak to me of this plan and of her hopes for its fulfilment. 
But she has gone from us now, and who is to take up her 
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work? Upon whom is her mantle to fall? What effort are 
these old friends, who knew and loved her for years going 
to make for the erection of this new hospital, that the fru- 
ition of her hopes and prayers may be realized? The new 
building must be a memorial to her as well as to Bishop 
Clarkson. It must be a monument upon which her name 
ss inscribed. There are scores of pioneer Churchmen and 
public-spirited laymen of wealth in this city, who knew and 
loved Bishop Clarkson in early days, and who cannot but 
have noted the unselfish work of his wife to build up and 
carry on the Clarkson Memorial hospital, Are they willing 
to prove their friendship by giving liberally towards the 
erection of the new hospital? There are other Churchmen 
and public-spirited laymen of wealth, who are today identi- 
fied with the religious, moral and business interests of 
Omaha, who would give of their abundance if the plan was 
brought to their attention. One thing is sure: . That hos- 
pital must be built and built by the friends of Bishop and 
Mrs. Clarkson, and by the efforts and gifts of the people of 
this city and Diocese, as a monument to the devoted labors 
of the first Bishop of Nebraska, and Meliora McPherson 
Clarkson, his wife. 

“We beseech Thee, that all those who have departed in 
the true faith of Thy Holy Name, may have their pertect 
consummation and bliss, both in body and soul, in Thy 
eternal and everlasting glory: Through Jesus Christ, our 
ford. Amen.” 

Our one Diocesan Educational Institution, Brownell 
Hall, is just closing a most successful year. The president 
and Board of Trustees feel that they and the whole Diocese 
are to be congratulated in securing the services cof Miss 
Macrae and her efficient corps of teachers for this import- 
ant part of the Church’s work. Within one short year, con- 
ditions have so changed for the better that we are justified 
-n the belief that the school is on the tnreshold of the most 
important and useful work in its history and that it is now 
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well on the road to financial prosperity. The work of a 
-schooi is not based upon its buildings, its grounds or its 
endowments. It is based upon its teaching force. That is 
what we have in Brownell Hall from its capable Principal 
in gradation down through the entire Faculty. No better 
or more thorough educational work is being done in any 
Church school for girls in the country, while the influences 
brought to bear upon the pupils by these refined, cultured 
Christian women, are already apparent in the manners, de- 
portment and characters of the pupils. The future of the 
school is bright with promise. Some fifty boarders and fifty 
day pupils are now in attendance, all bills have been paid 
and there are indications that the full capacity of the build- 
ing will be required for the coming scholastic year. I urge 
upon the clergy and laity the duty of taking an active and 
personal interest in building up this most important part of 
our Church work. In making my visitations this Spring I 
tiave spoken strongly of the school to nearly every congre- 
gation 1n the Diocese. If the clergy will follow this up by 
speaking to those parents in their congregations who have 
daughters to educate, we shall not only build up Brownell 
Hall educationally and financially, but. we shall see in the 
school one of our most effective missionary agencies for the 
building up of the Church in Nebraska. 


In this connection, I desire to speak in warm terms of 
commendation of the Kearney Military Academy, Bishop 
Graves’ School for boys. Healthfully and conveniently sit- 
uated, moderate in terms, well-manned by a corps of effic- 
ient teachers, the school offers exceptional facilities to the 
sons of families of moderate means. I had the pleasure of 
visiting and inspecting the school a few weeks ago, and can 
testify to the excellent work being done. Quite a number of 
boys from this Diocese are in attendance and I shall be glad 
to have the clergy speak a good word in its behalf. 


With the exception of the time spent at General Con- 
vention in October last, and on several other trips away from 
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home on the business of the Church, ] have not been ab- 
sent from the Diocese for over twenty months. No week 
has passed that has not been employed in meeting mussion- 
ary engagements, or in attending to the details of adminis- 
tration. Every parish and mission has been visited during 
the past year, many of them twice. More than this, I have 
been practically doing the work of a General Missionary 
and taking the places of those who are known in the Diocese 
as District Presbyters. The last duty was made necessary 
by the removal of Canons Johnson and Weed from the 
Diocese and the transfer of Canon Marsh to Blair. Almost 
the entire burden of the work has consequently fallen upon 
my shoulders. I have travelled 12,000 miles within the 
Diocese, have made 135 visitations, given frequent services 
to vacant missions, held 19 services in towns where we have 
no organized work, and as far as my strength would permit, 
have made it my business to get into personal touch with 
cur people. From a physical standpoint I have been a very 
strong man, and am still able to meet all demands upon me. 
But I submit—and I do not say this in a complaining spirit, 
dear brethren—that, if my life is to be spared under God 
io do His. work here, as the Coadjutor of our beloved 
Bishop, there must be some relief afforded me in the mission 
field of the Diocese, so that I.can give more time to the leg- 
itimate work of my office, to the cultivation of my spiritual 
and intellectual life, and to such necessary recreation as shall 
tend to promote my usefulness and to prolong my days 
amongst you. The ever-increasing demands upon me and 
the ever-increasing difficulty in securing the right sort of 
men for our mission work, may require the services of a 
General Missionary, who shall give his entire time to our 
vacant missions and in ministering to the scattered flock 
of Christ in the many unoccupied towns of the Diocese. The 
more I study the conditions of Church extension in the Dio- 
cese, the more strongly do I feel the need of emphasizing 
the importance of building up the centres of population. I 
believe that the real secret of success in planting the Church 
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‘n our smaller towns, is to build up self-supporting parishes 
in the larger towns. If we lose sight of this important fact, 
we shall continue to lack both men and money to supply our 
needs. Our Diocesan policy must be to concentrate the 
greater part of our efforts upon those business centres in 
the Diocese which have a commercial sphere of influence 
surrounding them. If we fail to do this, the Church must 
wait long years before she will feel the mighty pulse-throb 
of expansion. There are a score or more of important 
towns where the Church should be made the centre and in- 
spiration of missionary effort for the towns surrounding 
them. Some of them like Nebraska City, Plattsmouth, Fre- 
mont and Schuyler have parishes which are barely self- 
supporting and with but little contributing ability beyond 
the meeting of current expenses. Holy Trinity, Lincoln, 
and Christ Church, Beatrice are rapidly approaching the 
time when they will take their proper places in our Diocesan 
life. Other towns like Norfolk, York, Columbus, South 
Omaha and Falls City are most important points where 
must be strongly centered those influences of the Church 
that shall determine and control the future moral and spir- 
itual welfare of the people of the territory surrounding 
them. 

In every one of these centres, including Omaha and Lin- 
coln as the most important points of attack, our aim must 
be to put the Church in the van of leadership—to be liberal 
in our appropriation of mission funds until the Church is 
strong enough in each place to stand upon a self-supporting 
basis—to teach those who have received help from Diocesan 
sources to give and to work for the extension of the Church 
:n our Diocesan, Domestic and Foreign Mission fields—to 
call out all the undeveloped energies of work in our laymen 
and women and trust to the blessing of God the Holy Ghost 
for the results. 


Our Diocesan policy in our work of Church extension 
then, is to seize, hold and strengthen, as we are able, all our 
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present and future centres and from them gradually ex- 
tend the work of evangelization to all the other parts of the 
Diocese, not forgetting those missions which are already es- 
tablished in towns of lesser importance. As a result of this 
policy of concentration let me call your attention to the 
present condition of Trinity Mission, Norfolk, and St. 
Thomas’ Parish, Falls City. Two years ago these two con- 
eregations were barely able to pledge $300 towards the sup- 
port of their rectors. Today, Trinity, Norfolk, is raising 
$500, has the money in hand for the purchase of new pews 
for the church and has reduced the debt of the rectory to 
one-third of what it was when the present rector came into 
residence. At the present rate of progress it is not too much 
to entertain the hope that another two years will see a self- 
supporting congregation in this important commerical and 
railroad centre of Northern Nebraska. 

The same story is repeated in Falls City. Six hundred 
dollars is the sum now raised towards the rector’s salary. 
The beautiful new church is paid for and consecrated, the 
‘debt on the vacant lot adjoining the church will be paid in 
the near future, and steps taken to erect a much-needed 
rectory. 

I believe the day is coming when these two congrega- 
tions will be so filled with missionary zeal that they will 
gladly undertake the work of planting the Church in those 
villages within the sphere of their influence. 


The same should be said of Grace Church, Columbus, 
with its comfortable church and rectory. Here is an im- 
portant agricultural and railroad centre. The parish is free 
from debt and raises $600 towards the support of its Priest. 
All that is lacking there outside of a faithful few, is a con- 
eregation of people who are ready and willing to make regu- 
lar and systematic Church attendance their first Christian 
duty. 

It is my purpose next month to open our mission at 
York, which has been closed nearly two years. York is one 
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of the most promising.towns of its size in the state. We 
have there a fine property and about twenty-five communi- 
cants. In spite of the causes which contributed to the clos- 
ing of the mission, there is now no reason why the work in 
Norfolk and Falls City should not be repeated in York. A: 
generous appropriation from the Mission Fund should be 
made for the support of regular services, and I trust by the 
meeting of the next Council we shall be able to make a re- 
port that will justify the outlay. 


The parishes and missions not mentioned in this report 
have been doing well, considering the many clerical changes 
that have taken place the past year, and the difficulties I 
have met with in securing priests to fill the vacancies. Lia- 
bilities are being constantly reduced. In some a marked ad- 
vance has been made.: A new rectory has just been com- 
pleted for St. Mary’s, Blair, the gift of a devoted communi- 
cant of that parish. All honor to the pious donor, who be- 
lieves in making her gifts to the Church during her life, 
that she may have the satisfaction of seeing for herself the 
visible results of her offering to God! 


At Tekamah a neat. little parish hall has been erected 
which is being used for services until money is in hand to 
build the new church. Ground has been broken at Ban- 
croft for a new rectory which will be completed without 
debt. New church buildings at Fullerton and Decatur now 
await consecration. The partially completed Church of St. 
Luke in North Lincoln, was opened for services in Novem- 
ber last and quite a congregation has been gathered. A fine 
parish room has been added to St. Stephen’s, Ashland, 
which I blessed at my last visitation. Holy Trinity, Lincoln, 
under its devoted rector and vestry has made most gratify- 
ing progress during the past year. Struggling for many 
years under an almost hopeless burden of indebtedness, and, 
at one time, on the verge of insolvency, the present rector 
began his incumbency under the most discouraging condi-_ 
tions. ‘Today the parish is solvent, all current obligations 
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have been paid in full, new life and energy pervades every 
department of Church work, and the mortgage indebtedness 
on the church building reduced to $6,000.00 on Easter Day 
by the magnificent offering of $2,665. 

Our satisfaction over the improved situation at Holy 
Trinity, Lincoln, must include Christ Church, Beatrice. It 
is not necessary here to recount the story of the erection of 
the beautiful church in that tmportant city, or the heroic 
struggles of the congregation to meet current obligations 
and yearly payments on the mortgage. Suffice it to say that 
at the beginning of the year a payment of $3,500 was de- 
manded by the owner of the mortgage, who threatened to 
begin foreclosure proceedings on February 8th, if that sum 
was not forthcoming. This seemed a hopeless undertaking, 
because of the inability of the congregation to raise such a 
large amount on such short notice. Strong appeals were 
made, however, to friends of the Church in Omaha, Chicago, 
Buffalo and New York, with the result that $3,600 was col- 
lected and paid over before the expiration of the time limit. 
Under the inspiration of these generous gifts from Church- 
men in other cities and Dioceses the congregation raised the 
sum of $900 on Easter Day, thereby reducing the parish in- 
‘debtédness to about $4,500, which is now refunded at four 
per cent interest. Today Christ Church, Beatrice, is saved 
to the Diocese, and the financial affairs of the parish are in 
better condition than 1n years past. 


While the spiritual and material condition of the Church 
in the Diocese gives us cause for gratitude and encourage- 
ment, yet there are other matters connected with our work 
which are far from satisfactory. _Why? Because there are 
Canonical obligations resting upon our parishes and mis- 
sions which are, in many instances, entirely overlooked from 
one year’s end to another. Who are the ones in fault? Gen- 
erally speaking, the clergy. Sometimes vestries and Boards 
of Officers of missions, who manage to prevent the clergy 
from doing their duty, and at the same time are depriving 
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the people of the privilege of giving to canonical objects out- 
side of themselves, and their own little parish boundaries. 
The General Canons of the Church and those of this Diocese 
require that certain offerings shall yearly be taken in every 
parish and mission for Diocesan purposes, and for the larger 
needs of the Church. Why are these requirements so lightly 
regarded? Because, while in theory we are the National 
Catholic Church of the United States, in practice we are in- 
dividualistic and congregational. Some time ago a com- 
plaint was made to me against the rector of one of our par- 
ishes, and what do you suppose the nature of it was? Simply 
that he insisted upon taking the Canoncial offerings on the 
days specified by the Canons, and that he was sending too 
much money out of the parish. I wish we had more such 
conscientious and lawabiding priests! And the most in- 
consistent part of the complaint was the fact that during 
that rector’s incumbency his parish had received nearly 
$3,000 in appropriations from the Board of Missions. 

How are we to resist the tendency to such a narrow and 
sectarian view of the Church, which results in spiritual and 
intellectual barrenness in our clergy and their people? By 
remembering that we are part of the great Church in the 
United States. By remembering that altho we can give but 
little in comparison with older and richer dioceses, we are 
responsible for our full share of the work which the Church 
has undertaken ; its missions, domestic and foreign, its gen- 
eral institutions and operations. Every parish and mission 
should reckon its proportionate amount of Canonical offer- 
ings for all Diocesan and general work as a part of its stated 
expenses to be provided for. As the late Bishop of Colo- 
rado once said in an annual address to his Council: 

“The parish or mission that does not recognize these out- 
side demands, that confines its work and gifts to its own. 
congregational purposes, is, by the unalterable law of cause 
and effect, doomed to spiritual sterility. There is no escap- 
ing the operation of the supreme law of the Kingdom of 
erace that is formulated in the offertory sentences.” 
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No priest can secure for himself or for his congregation 
spiritual prosperity, until he himself obeys and: teaches his 
people to obey—this law of the Kingdom of God. 

I have been moved to speak thus plainly from the tact 
that many congregations are not doing their duty in the mat- 
ter of extra-parochial offerings and this fault is in a great 
measure confined to our parishes which have a contributing 
ability outside of meeting current expenses. Our missions 
are much more faithful in this regard, as a glance at the 
table of offerings in the May Crozier or the Spirit of Mis- 
sions, will show. Take the offerings for General Missions ; 
Our parishes have given only $95.67, while our missions 
have given $106.35. For the Theological Education Fund, 
the offerings are about the same. For the Episcopal Endow- 
ment Fund, offerings from parishes about $40, from mis- 
sions, $44. 

And this brings me to a very brief consideration of the 
burning question of the Diocesan Assessment. What right 
have our clergy or vestries to strike off from Parish Regis- 
ters the names of communicants who have not paid their dol- 
lar assessment, or who have not been transferred 
to other parishes? By what right do they take the liberty 
of erasing from the lst of communicants persons who may 
not have communicated for a term of years, but who are 
still in the parish? ‘These things have been done and are 
being done today, and there is no warrant or Canonical 
authority for such action. When this Council enacts a 
Canon that will define the status of a communicant, then the 
authority will be given. I have confirmed about goo persons 
since my consecration two and a half years ago, and yet | 
have the feeling that our parochial reports will show a de- 
crease in the number of communicants for the past Concil- 
lar year, largely because unwarranted liberties are being 
taken with communicant lists on our Parish Registers. 


For fifteen years nothing has been done by this Diocese 
to increase the Episcopal Endowment Fund. In fact, it has 
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been decreased over $5,000 in meeting deficits which occur 
every year by reason of the failure of parishes and missions 
to pay their Canonical proportion of the Diocesan Assess- 
ment. Even the greater part of the Episcopal Endowment 
_ Fund was created by the gifts of friends of the Church out- 
side the Diocese. I understand that this subject has been 
discussed over and over again by this Council, and that no 
satisfactory conclusion as to how this waste of the Fund 
can be checked. It is not my place to suggest a plan, nor 
would it be good taste on my part to discuss the subject at 
further length. Last year the plan of increasing the Fund 
by Endowment Insurance was proposed, but the Society 
which had the matter in hand has failed thus far to take 
it up and push it. Surely we have a sufficient number of » 
clear-headed business men on the floor of the Council, who 
can suggest a plan by which this leakage may be checked 
and the deficit made up and restored to the Fund. 


I trust that the pledges for Diocesan Missions may be 
ereater than those of last year. I am only responsible for 
the missionary work of the Diocese to the extent of the 
means you shall place in my hands. Let us remember God’s 
harvest field and its needs. 


The Board of Managers of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society has made us an appropriation of $2,000 
for the present fiscal year. This is a very generous amount 
considering the greatly increased demands upon the Society, 
and we should show our appreciation by largely increasing 
our offerings the coming vear. 

It is the duty of every parish and mission to contribute 
liberally to the General Board of Missions. Our Diocese is 
not giving as it should to the work of the General Church. 
At the beginning of the year a proportionate assessment was 
levied on every Diocese and Missionary District in the 
Church, in accordance with a resolution adopted by the iast 
General Convention. Our apportionment is $2,164.60. None 
of us will question the plan, the motive or the wisdom of the 
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Board of Managers in making it. Many of us wvill question 
the basis on which the apportionment was made. I hold 
frankly that it is an unequal apportionment as regards our 
contributing ability, in comparison with the contributing 
ability of parishes and missions in older and richer dioceses. 
I believe we shall never reach a satisfactory and equitable 
basis of apportionment until we adopt the Provincial Sys- 
tem. - None the less, it is our duty to loyally stand by the 
Board to the full extent of our ability, by increasing our of- 
ferings and by urging every man and woman in our con- 
gregations to contribute liberally to the pressing needs of 
the General Church. I think that this matter of the ap- 
portionment should be freely discussed by the Council. 

I desire to call the attention of the clergy to the Canon 
governing Lay Readers. No priest has the right or the 
authority to request a layman to assist hitn in reading the 
Offices of the Prayer Book until he secures from the Bishop 
Coadjutor a License for that layman. Less than five appli- 
cations were made to me last year for such licenses, and yet 
I know that some of the clergy are assisted from time to time 
by devout laymen who have not authority under the Canons 
of the Church to officiate as Readers. I desire to inform the 
clergy that when they wish the assistance of a layman in the 
offices of the Church, that application must be made to me in 
writing for a License.
